He showed 
that they were directly responsible ^or 
the change in government. Though 
keenly feeling the reflection upon him- 
self and their ingratitude to God In 
their demand for a king, he has not 
resisted their wish., He reminded them 
that they now had what they wanted. 


2. Review of His Own Administra- 


tion, (w. 2, 3). (1) Walk from child- 
hood (v. 2). Samuel's was a remark- 
able life; from childhood to old age 
he had lived an upright and pure life 
How satisfying it must be to come to 
the end of life and to look back e\en 
to childhood days without regrets. (2) 
Career as judge and ruler (v. 3f. He 
boldly challenged them to show where 
and how be had even in the smallest 
matters defrauded or oppressed any- 


j one. He courted the most searching 


investigation of his life, even calling 
upon the Lord Himself to bear wit- 
ness. 
''&. The Vote of Confidence by the 
People, (vv. 4. 5). It was Samuel's 
right as he laid down the reins of gov- 
ernment to have his record vindicated 
and to have his integrity established 
beyond* a doubt so that.no evil-minded 
man could ever be able to cast re- 
proach upon him. 


II. Samuel Reviews God's Dealings 


from the Time of Moses, (vv. 6-15). 


He reasoned with them concerning 


the good, hand of the Lord upon them 
from the time of Moses. Though they 
with ingratitude turned from the Lord 
and demanded a king like the other 
nations, he had acceded to their re- 
quest and set a king over them. 


1. \ National Prosperity Conditioned 


by Obedience, (v. 14-). Though they 
had displeased God in choosing a king, 
if they would fear the Lord and render 
obedience, national prosperity would 
still be given. The nation which Avill 
not walk in God's way cannot expect 
God's blessing. 


2. Disobedience to God Meant the 


Nation's-Ruin (v. 15\. It is folly to 
nsk God's blessing upon a nation while 
it is living in rebellion against Him. 
True statesmanship is to find out God's 
will concerning the nation and so di- 
rect It that in all its laws and customs 
there may be harmony with that will. 


III. Samuel's Own Vindication, (vv. 


16-19). 
* 


This was s^uch a critical hour in the 


history of the nation that Samuel 
sought to Indelibly impress this mo- 
ment on their hearts. This he did by 
means of the Hinnder and rain out 
of season. Harvest time was not the 
season for thunder and rain so when 
it came at" the call' of Samuel, the 
people were frightened. t The sign had 
its designed effect. 
The people con- 


fessed their sin of asking for a king 
and besought Samuel to pray for them. 


IV. Samuel's Gracious Response, (vv. 


20-25). 


1. "Fear Not—Sene the Lord With 


All Your Heart." (vv. 20-22).- Samuel 
did not minimize their sin but assured 
them if they would serve the Lord 
\\holeheartcdly. He would not forsake 
them. 


2. "God Forbid That I Should Sin 


Against the Lord in Ceasing to Pray 
for You." (v. 23). Though tho people 
had rejected Samuel, yet ho had such 
magnanimity of soul that he had not 
allowed their ingratitude to keep him 
from interceding for them. Such fail- 
ure on his- part he regarded as sin. 


TWIN ROADS INTO A CRATER 


One .of the World'* Moit Interesting 


Highway* Leads to Long Ex- 


tinct Mexican Volcano. 


* 


Of the tnnny spiral roadp built for 


ascending steep mountain summits one 
of the most Interesting In thut which 
has recently been completed to the cra- 
ter of the extinct volcano Macuntepec 
,n the vicinity of Jaiapu, a city of the 
Btate of Vera Cruz, Mexico, seventy 
milea by rail from the port of Vera 
Cruz, says Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine. Jalapa'ls picturesquely situated 
on the slope of the sierra which sep- 
arates the central plateau of Mexico 
from the gulf coast, at an elevation of 
4,300 feet. ' To the south of It the peak 
of Cofre de Perote rises to a height 
of 13,419 feet and still farther south 
that of Orizaba,'18,700 feet, the high- 
est peak in Mexico and the second 
highest in North America. 


The new road, starts at 'a point on 


the national highway to Mexico City 
that Is about a mile and a quarter 
from the center of Jalapa. For a dis- 
tance of about half a mile to a gate at 
the entrance of the hill the road is on 
private property, and here it is about 
13 feet wide with a 6 per cent grade. 
From the hill entrance to its summit 
the road is ll% feet wide with a maxi- 
mum grade of 4 per cent, excepting in 
a few spots where an increased grade 
of 6 per cent-was necessary. 
This 


part of the road is all on sidehill cuts, 
excepting a short stretch of about 328 
feet at the end of the first complete 
circuit of the hill, where It was pos- 
sible to build the road on the surface 
without any cutting. 


For reasons of safety it was decided 


to make two one-way roads, one for 
ascending and the other for descend- 
ing. 


The descending road starts with a 


grade ol 8 per cent and nearly parallels 
the last part of the ascending road 
until it strikes the crater, the edge 
of which it follows until It reaches the 
point where the ascending road enters 
the crater, the whole being a distance 
at 1,950 feet, the last 280 of which is 
in the crater with a 10 per cent grade

the silent sentry of H. M. S. Ariadne, 
told by the diver who has been work- 
Ing on the wreck of the cruiser sunk 
by a German submarine five miles off' 
Eastbourne in 1917. 


According to the diver, Dan Hornet 


of Glasgow, he saw a marine supported 
by a portion of the ship standing as 
though on duty, his rifle with bayonet 
fixed grasped in his hand. He seemed 
as though he had been in tlie same po- 
sition'in the dim shadows of the wreck 
for five years, standing sentry over the 
dead, for 34 men are believed to have 
gone down with the ship. 


The diver told the story when he 


came up from the wreck after being 
imprisoned there for an hour. He got 
into an awkward corner and narrowly 
escaped with his life. He was In a 
condition of much stress at the time 
after his experience.

The onion is-one of the most whole- 


some of our vegetables. The familles- 


who serve them 
once or twice a 
week in various 
ways, cooked or 
uncooked, will be 
(other thlnr> be- 
ing normal) the 
least subject to 
pre v ad 1.1 n g. dls« 
eases. 


The onion is soothing to the nerves, 


a: sleep producer, allays inflammation 
of the mucous membranes and Is a. 
.fine antiseptic. One of. the most appe- 
tizing' of ways o£ serving this odor- 
iferous bulb is: to throw it or as. many 
as will be eaten, onto a bed of coals- 
to roast The peeling Is not removed,; 
that will be charred; after removing 
the outside, cut up and dress- with 
butter, pepper and salt. 


A stuffed' onion Is another very 


tasty dish. The onions- are of uniform 
size" to be chosen for this dish—a» 
large as one's appetite for them; par- 
boil and then take out- thy centers. 
Chop the centers and save for another 
dish, or they may be jmixed with the- 
filling and put back into the cavity. 
Fill with chopped cooked ham, bread; 
crumbs and seasonings, or with sau- 
sage, or with chopped nuts and other 
seasonings such as peanut butter, 
cheese or any desired filling. 


Onions Stuffed With Peppers.—Par- 


boil until nearly done six onions of 
•rood size. Remove the centers, chop 
and mix with finely chopped green pep- 
pers that have also beer, parboiled. 
Season well, fill the onions and bake 
surrounded by a white sauce. Baste 
while baking with butter. 


Onion Sandwiches.—Those who renl- 


ly find the onion pleasing to the taste 
will enjoy 
a slice, seasoned 
with 


French dressing for a filling for a 
sandwich. 


Onion Relish.—Take one large on- 


ion grated, add one-half cupful of cel- 
ery juice, grind the celery and press 
out the juice; one teaspoonful of mus- 
tard, ten drops of tabasco, one tea- 
sponnful of salt and celery seed, four 
well-beaten egg yolks blended \vith 
the salt nnd mustard, nnd two table- 
sprfonfills of olive oil, twenty cnpers 
nnd one-fourth of a cupful of vinegar. 
Serve with game.
